WASHINGTON, Oct. 12 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes, as 
Federal Coal Mines Administrator, 
today terminated Government pos- 
session of the 1700 mines remain- 
ing under his control and an- 
nounced he would immediately 
liquidate the coal mines adminis- 
tration and take the Government 
“out of the coal-mining business.” 


Ickes’ action completed the re- 
turn to private owners of all mines 
seized on May 1 under President 
Roosevelt’s executive order. 

Previously 1600 mines had been 
restored to their owners. 

“We are now out of the coal 
mining business,” Ickes said in a 
statement. ‘‘We are grateful that 
sufficient progress has been made 
in restoring the mines as nearly 
as possible to normai productive 
efficiency, all things considered, 
thus allowing us to terminate this 
emergency function and wind up 
the affairs of the coal mines ad- 
ministration. 


Last March 23, President Roose- 
velt proposed continued production 
of coal while the United Mine 
Workers negotiated with Northern 
and Southern mine operating 
groups. The contract expired on 
March 31. 

The termination of Federal pos- 
session of the mines was taken 
under authority of the Smith-Con- 
nally Act, which provides for res- 
toration of the pits tg private 
owners not more than 60 days 
after pre-strike production effici- 
ency has been attained. 


BRITISH BOMBERS ‘SHOOT’ 
THROUGH BALLOON CABLES 


LONDON,. Oct. 12 (AP).—Brit- 
ish bombers now “shoot” their way 
through any barrage balloon cables 
they hit with the aid of an in- 
genious automatic gadget. 

At points placed along the front 
wing edge are short plugs against 
which the cables catch with great 
impact, due to the plane's speed. 
The impact works a trigger which 
sets off an explosive cartridge in 
the wing. The explosion drives 
forward a small _ nickel-chrome 
stee] chisel which pins the cable 
against a little “anvil” in the plug 
and severs it.

Harry F. Wahlgren, meteorolo- 
gist in charge of the St. Louis 
Weather Bureau, had received no 
official instructions today on what 
the order meant, but, under the 
Price announcement, all weather 
forecasts and reports will be re- 
sumed, except wind direction and 
barometric pressure, which prob- 
ably not many people are inter- 
ested in anyhow. 

The announcement . said that 
forecasts, which have been re- 
stricted to a!150-mile radius for 
each weather station in this part 
of the country, can now be made

UNION LEADER LAYS

A back-to-work movement among 
1500 striking truck drivers in the 
St. Louis area began this after- 
noon, but union leaders’ hopes for 
an immediate end to the “wildcat” 
strike, which had paralyzed trans- 
portation of freight in the city, 
were not fulfilled. 

Some drivers resumed work 
shortly after 40 stewards of Local 
600, International Brotherhood of 


Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Ware- 
(AFL), meeting in emergency ses- 


sion, voted unanimously to end the 
unauthorized strike by renewed 
appeals to the mien. 

But the Association of Team and 
Truck Owners this afternoon re- 
ported that only a fraction of the 
total number of drivers had re- 
turned, with the result that opera- 
tions by its 75 member firms were 
still far from normal. ‘ 
movement of freight there is thus 
far is limited to war goods, and a 
lot of thig is still immobilized,” an 
association official reported. 

Return Shown on East Side. 

In East St. Louis, where Local 
729 of the Teamsters’ Union or- 
dered 400 idle drivers to resume 
operations at noon, the return to 
work likewise-was far from com- 
plete. 

Several hundred drivers held an 
informal meeting at Kiel Audi- 
torium this afternoon and then ad- 
journed to headquarters of Local 
600 head pace oy at 4111 Forest 
Park bo It was reported 
they Gani’ a a formal vote on a 
proposal “to haul vital war ma- 
terials free,” which would indicate 
that resumption of all trucking op- 
erations might not be at hand 
after all. 

The strike, which began here 
yesterday, was attributed by Wil- 
liam Ryan,’ president of Local 
600, to intimidation on the part 
of “10 or 15 union radicals.” Dan- 
iel J. Murphy, fourth international 
vice-president of the union, said 
“the trouble was fomented by ir- 
responsible individuals who thought 
a decision on their new wage con- 
tract should have come by now.” 

Wage Dispute Before WLB. 

The old gontract, which expired 
last July, set a minimum wage 
scale of $35 per week for drivers|n 
of small trucks and $44 for drivers 
of large trucks. The union sought 
a $3 increase in weekly pay and 
an annual two weeks’ vacation 
with pay, but operators objected. 
The Conciliation Service certified 
the dispute to the War Labor 
Board last Sept. 24 and briefs 
had been filed with the WLB only 
last Tuesday. 

An officer of the Association of 
Team and Truck Owners reported 
all trucking operations suspended 
this morning before the back-to- 
work movement began, and esti- 
mated that more than 1000 car- 
loads of freight, 85 per cent of 
which was directly related to the 
war effort, was piled up. 

Suspended trucking operations 
included those of the St. Louis 
Transfer Co., which handles most 
of the baggage carted to and from 
Union Station. This left the city 
without baggage delivery and pick- 
up service. 

Protection Promised. 

A number of trucking companies 
whose drivers had been intimidat- 
ed yesterday inquired as to the 
possibility of obtaining armed 
escorts for their men, and were as- 
sured that police would be pro- 
vided for this purpose.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 12 
(AP).—A United States . District 
Judge pointedly invited an Ameri- 
can citizen who failed to report 
for induction to leave the United 
States forever, but the invitation 
was turned down promptly. 

After Stanley Mocarsky, 23-year- 
old arms plant worker from Hart- 
ford, had pleaded guilty of failing 
to report for induction, Judge Car- 
roll C. Hincks suspended sentence 
yesterday “on condition the de- 
fendant sahil accomplish his re- 
moval from the United States and 
thereafter shall remain outside 
its borders.” 

Mocarsky, married and the fa- 
ther of a child born last May, in- 
formed the court through his law- 
yer, Joseph P. Cooney, that he had 


‘decided to turn down the proposal 


that he quit the United States and 
asked for immediate imposition of 
sentence. The Judge, however, 
continued his case for 30 days so 
that the accused and his family 
might have time to think it over. 

Mocarsky, the court was told, 
refused to report for induction be- 
cause he felt that the American 
people hadn’t done anything for 
him; and that while he failed to 
obey the induction order, he stood 
ready to defend the United States 
in case of invasion. 

Judge Hincks said today he had 
no legal right to “throw Mocar- 
sky out of the country, because he 
is a citizen,” and then commented: 

“Inasmuch as Mocarsky doesn’t 
like this country, I have given 
him ample opportunity to pick an- 
other,”

GRADE C MILK 


Authorization Given Pev- 
ely at Request of Alder- 
man Lange on Showing 
Shortage Exists. 


Sale of grade C milk by the 
Pevely Dairy Co, for 30 days was 
authorized today by Dr. Joseph F. 
Bredeck, City Health Commission- 
er. The action was taken on an 
application presented by Alderman 
uis A. Lange, a Pevely repre- 
sentative, and on +a showing of 
shortage in the city’s milk supply. 

Commissioner Brederck said he 
understood that other companies 
would make similar applications. 
Grade C milk, not hitherto sold to 
St. Louis consumers under the 
present standard milk ordinance, 
is exempted from the farm sani- 
tation requirement of the city milk 
ordinance, but must be pasteurized 
for 30 minutes at 160 degrees tem- 
perature, while 143-degree heating 
is held to be sufficient for grade 
A milk. 

Sale of grade C milk by-products, 
including buttermilk, chocolate 
milk and cream, by the Pevely 
Co., was authorized by the Health 
Commissioner last week. The com- 
pany made its application after 
stoppage of its supply from a large 
farm at Hampshire, Ill. in the 
Chicago area. 

Arthur F. Kerckhoff, vice-presi- 
dent of the Pevely Co., said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
company would begin tomorrow 
the sale of grade C milk to defense 
plants, to an extent sufficient to 
take up the slack of the present 
shortage. “We are not. going to 
send it out on routes at present,” 
he said. Pevely now supplies about 
1500 gallons daily to defense plants 
which aré served also by other 
companies. 

As to price, Kerckboff said that

Vanguards Seize Bridge- 
heads on West Bank of 
Sozh, Drive Near Upper 
Dnieper.

MOSCOW, Oct. 12 (AP).—Red 
Army troops fought their way 
through the suburbs of Gomel, the 
first major objective in White 
Russia, today and neared the up- 
per Dnieper River in that sector 
to give further support to the sal- 
ients on the west bank of the mid- 
dle Dnieper. 

Russian forces were lined up 
along the entire 100-mile east bank 
of the Sozh River for an assault 
across the stream which runs 
through Gomel to its junction with 
the Dnieper. Some suburbs of 
Gomel, including Novo-Belitsa on 
the east bank of the Sozh, have 
already been taken and bridge- 
heads have been established on the 
west bank. 

The main part of Gomel lies 
west of the Sozh about 25 miles 
from the Dnieper. The elimina- 
tion of the Germans from the 
Sozh-Dnieper triangle would ex- 
pose the Germans’ Dnieper line, 
which is already broken north of 
Kiev, to new attacks. 

Reds Fan Out in Kiev Area. 

The Red Army drive apparently 
was making progress on all sec- 
tors of a 1000-mile active front. 
The midnight communique indi- 
cated the Russians were pounding 
their way nearer Vitebsk, northern 
anchor of the German defense line 
in White Russia, were fanning out 
from three main bridgeheads on 
the west bank of the Dnieper Riv- 
er in the Ukraine above and below 
the fortress-city of Kiev, and were 
menacing the Nazi garrisons in 
the Crimea with invasion from the 
north and the east.

NAZIS THREATEN 
TO DESTROY ALL 
YUGOSLAV TOWNS 


Partisans Report Ruthless 
Bombing by Germans in 
Attempt to Stop Gueril- 
la Attacks. 


LONDON, Oct. 12 (AP).—The 
Germans have threatened to de- 
stroy every city, town and village 
in Yugoslavia and to shoot an un- 
specified number of hostages in an 
effort to force Partisans and other 
guerrillas now waging war against 
the Nazis to lay down their arms, 
a communique of the Yugoslav 
Liberation Army, reported today. 

The communique, broadcast by 
the Free Yugoslav radio, said that 
German planes were dropping leaf- 
lets over Yugoslav cities “in which 
they threaten the towns with com- 
plete destruction and the shooting 
of hostages.” It was issued after 
the Yugoslavs had claimed the 
capture of the important island of 
Cherso, commanding the entrance 
to the Gulf of Fiume. 


Undefended Towns Bombed. 

“The Luftwaffe is continuing its 
ruthless attacks on unprotected 
town and villages,” the communi- 
que said, “The town of Novo-Meste 
has been completely destroyed, Not 
a living soul remains.” 

Novo-Meste is 40 miles west of 
Zagreb, and 10 miles east of Zum- 
erak, last Ustashi stronghold be- 
tween Trieste and Zagreb, the cap- 
ture of which was announced in 
the Yugoslav communique. (The 
Ustachi are the elite guard of 
Croat Premier Ante Pavelic, pup- 
pet of the Nazis.) 

The German threat of destruc- 

tion came as the Partisans report- 
ed several victories which included 
the capture of Slankamen, a town 
on the Danube near the city of 
Novisad and about‘50 miles north- 
west of Belgrade. 
' “The Dalmatian coast south of 
Split is firmly held by the Parti- 
sans,” said the communique.

In announcing this step vastly 
strengthening Allied ability to

Statement by Madrid. 

At Madrid, Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco's Foreign Ministry 
announced in connection with the 
Azores grant by Portugal ‘that 
Spain would continue to maintain 
vigilant neutrality. 

It was understood that Spain, 
which is joined with Portugal m 
an Iberian bloc to maintain the 
integrity of the peninsula, had 
been informed by its neighbor of 
the arrangement with Britain, 
Russia also was informed of the 
agreement, 

The Azores lie 1000 miles west 
of Lisbon and nearly 2500 miles 
east of New York, on the Atlantic 
air and sea lanes from Portugal 
to the United States. 

“Anti-submarine bases” would 
include both harbors for the dis- 
patch of naval craft and airports 
for planes. 

Churchill said arrangements for 
these facilities “enter into force 
immediately.” While the negotia- 
tions went on secretly, there had 
been reports from Bern that Allied 
vessels were patrolling off the 
Azores, 

Implementation . of the British 
promises presumably has already 
begun, because one of the biggest 
convoys of coal ships to sail up 
the Tagus since the start of the 
war was recently unloaded at Lis- 
bon, continental reports said. 

Possible Reaction by Axis. 

The possibility was mentioned in 
Commons that the Axis might re- 
gard the granting of Portuguese 
bases to Britain as a hostile act. 
This brought no response from 
Churchill. 

Portugal has no land frontier 
with the Axis, but its shipping in- 
dustries and harbors might be 
opened to long-range German at- 
tack in case war was declared on 
it. 

Although Portugal has an army 
of only 150,000 and a negligible air 
force, it was considered possible 
that the Germans may refrain from 
hostility toward the country in or-

LONDON, Oct. 12. — The 
British midget submarine attack 
on the Tirpitz in its hiding place 
in the treacherous fjords of north- 
ern Norway has probably put that 
great German battleship out of 
commission for three months, pos- 
sibly more, I learned today from 
Norwegian underground sources. 

Struck below the waterline in 
one of the most dramatic naval 
penetrations of the war, the Tir- 
pitz suffered torpedo damage 
greater than that from the blow 
which Russian submarines _in- 
flicted last November when they 
caught it outside Trondheim. 

The Norwegians think the Ger- 
mans, realizing the Tirpitz is hope- 
lessly trapped in Altenfjord now 
that the British-American fleets 
are active off Norway, will at- 
tempt to do what they did follow- 
ing the Russian attack. 

How Were Made. 

Then they eased the Tirpitz in- 
to anchorage near Trondheim and 
used the former Norwegian-Amer- 
ican Line vessel, Stavangerfjord, 
as repair ship. Trondheim, like 
Altenfjord, has no ships suitable 
for extensive battleship repairs. 

This on-the-spot repair job was 
done by 500 engineers sent from 
the Reich. They lived aboard the 
Stavangerfjord during the more 
than two months it took to get the 
729-foot Tirpitz back into seagoing 
commission. 

The Tirpitz is now in a much 
worse plight than it was last No- 
vember. It would be suicide for 
it to attempt to escape from Al- 
tenfjord even to Narvik—even if it 
is able to put to sea. Instead its 
only hope appears to be to attempt 
repairs on the spot under some 
such mobile arrangement as was 
set up last November. 

Much has happened off Norway 
since Britain’s great secret weapon, 
the midget submarine, struck the 
Tirpitz last month. The joint at- 
tack on Bodo by the British home 
fleet and the United States Navy 
was not the least of these events 
and it is conceivable that the Nor- 
wegians are correct in writing off 
the Tirpitz for a long time to come. 

Played Up in British Press. 

The British press today is play- 
ing up the midget submarines 
story as the biggest of the day. 
Little is known about the details 
of their operation, pending more 
intelligence about the fate of the 
three midgets which failed to re- 
turn. 

But it is of deep significance 
that the Royal Navy, alone of all 
naval forces in this war, has been 
successful in developing an under- 
sized submarine. The Japanese 
failed at Pearl Harbor with their 
two-man midgets and they failed 
at Diego Suarez and at Sydney. 
There is no record of one success- 
ful attack by Japanese midget sub- 
marines. 

The Russians are known to have 
developed a midget submarine but 
nothing more has been heard of it. 
The Italiang also used a smal] sub- 
marine in the Mediterranean but 
without success. 

The feat of the British attack 
into the heavily guarded narrow 
waters of Altenfjord, past over- 
hanging mountains, was infinitely 
more difficult than Capt. Guenther 
Prien's exploit in penetrating 
Scapa Flow in October, 1939, and 
torpedoing the Royal Oak. 

Scapa Flow revealed to the Ger- 
mans all the shortcomings of Brit- 
ish antisubmarine defenses at that 
time and they are certain to have 
covered similar loopholes in throw- 
ing a screen around the Tirpitz in 
its hideout 50 miles in from the 
open sea. 

The fact that the British midgets 
had to fight their way out of Al- 
tenfjord made theirs one of the 
most hazardous feats that any sub- 
marine crew could be asked to un- 
dertake. How they covered the 
1000 miles to Altenfjord from the 
nearest British base is another 
secret that will not be told until 
the Admiralty deems it wise. 


KNOX DESCRIBES 
RAID ON TIRPITZ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12 (AP).— 
Navy Secretary Frank Knox said 
today that the British submarines 
which have immobilized the Ger- 
man battleship Tirpitz operated 
1000 miles from home with two- 
man crews. 

Knox, in his first press confer- 
ence since his return from a 25,- 
000-mile tour of European battle 
fronts, said that the attack on the 
Tirpitz was carried out while he 
was in England and was “charac- 
terized by a high spirit of daring 
and courage that is amazing.” 

He added that the two-man gub- 
mersibles not only made their way 
through submarine nets guarding 
the harbor, but also penetrated 
nets hung about the big ship it- 
self. 

It was one of “the most diffi- 
cult things ever attempted and was 
a success,” he said. 

Knox added: “Speaking for the 
American Navy, I want to express 
highest appreciation of the courage 
shown by the British sailors who 
carried out this attack.” 

He said that the American Navy 
had been acquainted with British 
experimentation in midget subma- 
rines for “eight or nine months, 
perhaps a year.” 


Churchill's statement in Com- 
mons today follows: 

I have an announcement to 
make to the House arising out of 
the treaty signed between this 
country and Portugal in the year 
1373 between His Majesty King 
Edward III and King Ferdinand 
and Queen Eleanor of Portugal. 


This treaty was reinforced in vari- | 


ous forms by treaties of 1386, 1642, 
1654, 1660, 1661, 1703, 1815 and in 
a secret declaration of 1899. 

In more modern times the validi- 
ty of old treaties was recognized 
in treaties of arbitration concluded 
with Portugal in 1904 and in 1914. 
Article one of the treaty of 1373 
runs as follows: “In the first place, 
we settle and covenant that they 
shall be from this day forward 

. . true and faithful friends, 
they shall henceforth reciprocally 
be friends to friends and enemies 
to enemies and shall assist, main- 
tain and uphold each other mu- 
tually by sea and by. land against 
all men that may live or die.” 

This engagement has lasted now 
for over 600 years and that is with- 
out parallel in world history. I 
have now to announced the latest 
application of these instruments. 
At the outset of the war the Por- 
tuguese Government in full agree- 
ment with His Majesty's Govern- 
ment in the United Kingdom 
adopted a policy of neutrality 
with the view to preventing the

Request for Facilities. 

The Portuguese Government 
have, however, frequently stated 
and most recently in Dr. Salazar’s 
speech of April 27 that the above 
policy is in no way inconsistent 
with the Anglo-Portuguese alliance 
which was reaffirmed by the Por- 
tuguese Government in the early 
days of the war. His Majesty's 
Government in the United King- 
dom basing themselves upon this 
ancient alliance have now request- 
ed the Portuguese Government to 
accord them certain facilities in 
the Azores which will enable bet- 
ter protection to be provided for 
merchant shipping in the Atlantic.

He added 
that the agreement would give 
fresh vitality to ancient alliance 
and enhance the close and friend- 
ly ‘relations which so long sub- 
sisted between Portugal and Great 
Britain. 

In replying to this message Dr. 
Salazar stated that he shared the 
hope that the facilities granted by 
Portugal to her ally would help 
to’ bring about greater safety for 
shipping in the Atlantic, that he 
trusted that this the new proof of 
Portugal’s loyalty to her traditions 
would fortify the secular alliance 
and serve to draw still closer the 
bonds of friendship uniting the 
two peoples. 

I take this opportunity of plac- 
ing on record the appreciation of 
His Majesty’s Government, which 
I have no doubt is shared by Par- 
liament and the British nation, of 
the attitude of the Portuguese 
Government whose loyalty to their 
British ally never wavered in the 
darkest hours of the war.

Announcement in Commons, 

Beginning his statement to Com- 
mons, Churchill elicited loud and 
appreciative laughter when he said 
solemnly, referring to the ancient 
alliance between Britain and 
Portugal: 

“I have an announcement to 

make to the House arising out of 
the treaty signed between this 
country and Portugal in the year 
1373.” 
At the conclusion of his state- 
ment, Com. Sir Archibald Southby 
promptly asked whether Portugal’s 
example would be called to the at- 
tention of Hire, which although 
still regarded as a member of the 
British Commonwealth, consistent- 
ly has refused naval and air bases 
to Britain. Churchill made no re- 
sponse, 

Churchill disclosed that the Por- 
tuguese neutrality was adopted at 
the beginning of the war with “the 
full agreement” of the British Gov- 
ernment “with a view to prevent- 
ing the war from spreading into 
the Iberian Peninsula.” 


But, he added, “the Portuguese 
Government, however, frequently 
stated ... that the above policy in 
no way was inconsistent with the 
Anglo-Portuguese alliance,” and on 
the basis of this alliance, Britain 
requested facilities in the Azores. 

“Neutrality Not Affected.” 

Churchill told Commons that all 
British forces would be withdrawn 
from the Azores at the end of hos- 
tilities. 

Nothing in the agreement, 
Churchill asserted, “affects the con- 
tinued desire of the Portuguese 
Government . . . to continue their 
policy of neutrality on the Euro- 
pean mainland and thus maintain 
a zone of peace in the Iberian 
Peninsula.” The same point was 
emphasized by Portuguese Premier 
Antonio de Oliveira Salazar at a 
press conferente in Madrid. 

The new bases will afford added 
protection for one of the most vital 
sea lanes from the United States 
to the future fighting on the Con- 
tinent. 

The Azores consist of nine islands 
the most important of which is 
Fayal. The chief city, Horta, is 
a transoceanic communications 
center and a stopping point for the 
Pan-American clippers. The islands, 
with a total population of about 
255,000, are an integral part of the 
Portuguese Republic and not a 
colony. 

Lying at a crossroads of Atlan- 
tic shipping 1000 miles from New- 
foundiand and. 1400 miles from 
Britain, the Azores can be used 
to complete the air umbrella which 
was raised over the Atlantic and 
drove the U-boats to desperate 
new tactics. 

So far as could be learned here, 
United States snips will not he 
based in the Azores, but among 
the British there was the feeling 
that American sailors and ships 
would benefit materially from the 
greater protection offered on the 


Atlantic and in a safer opwance 
into the Mediterranean. 

It was indicated also that nor- 
mal refueling restrictions in the 
Azores would be relaxed for the 
benefit of Allied war and mer- 
chant ships. 

The reciprocal provisions of the

Each is ob- 
ligated to come to the aid of the 
other if any third power declares 
War on it. 

Nazis Worried Over Azores. 

A hint that Germany was wor- 
ried about the Azores came ear- 
lier today from the Berlin radio 
in a DNB news agency broadcast 
which said: 

“Rumors and reports spread 
from British and American sources 
about the appearance of Anglo- 
American naval units off the 
Azores and about alleged ceding of 
Portuguese naval bases to the An- 
glo-Americans are bound to bring 
the Azores into particular stra- 
tegical limelight.” 

A conference last week between 
Premier Salazar and the Japanese 
Minister to Lisbon led to reports of 
Portuguese dissatisfaction with 
Japanese treatment of Lisbon’s Pa- 
cific colony of Timor. 

Territories in the Portuguese co- 
lonial empire besides Timor and 
the Cape Verdes are Angola (Por- 
tuguese West Africa), Portuguese 
Guinea, Sao Tome and Principe 
Islands, Mozambique (Portuguese 
East Africa), Portuguese India and 
Macao. Madeira, like the Azores, 
is an integral part of Portugal. 

President Roosevelt declared in 
1941 that the United States would 
not permit the Axis powers to oc- 
cupy the Azores and the Cape 
Verdes off Africa. Portugal has 
sent many reinforcements to these 
islands in the last few years.

FOR CANNED GOODS AFTER NOV. | 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12 (AP).— 
The green stamps of the new War 
Ration Book Four will be used to 
buy canned fruits and vegetables 
beginning Nov. 1. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion announced today that Book 
Four would be distributed in a 
nationwide school house registra- 
tion between Oct. 18 and 30. Time 
and place will be announced lo- 
cally. 


The first series of green stamps 
—A, B and C—will be valid from 
Nov. 1 through Dec. 20. Under 
the customary overlap, the last 
blue stamps of Book Two—X, Y 
and Z—will be valid until Nov. 20. 

Values of the green stamps will 
be the same as the blue, with each 
group containing four stamps 
worth 8, 5, 2 and 1 points. 

The green stamps will be used 
for processed foods only until the 
ration “token” system goes into 
effect early next year. There- 
after the blue and red stamps of 
Book Four will be used for pro- 
cessed foods and meat in conjunc- 
tion with red and blue 
tokens.

BOSTON, Oct. 12 (AP). — The

President William Green, par- 
ticipating in the discussion, de- 
clared, “If I had my way every 
organization in the AFL would ad- 
mit Negroes to membership on 
same basis of equality as whites.” 
The convention applauded his 
statement. Green said, however; 
he felt the problem could be solved 
only by understanding and educa- 
tion “and never through the appli- 
cation of force.” 

Charles J. MacGowan of the 
Boilermakers, the first to reply to 
the accusations yesterday of A. 
Philip Randolph, of the Sleeping 
Car Porters, said he and his union 
had long been recognized as an 
advocate of protection for the 
Negro workers. 

“Our international union, and its 
officers, has never discriminated 
in hire, wages, and working con- 
ditions because of race, color, 
creed or national origin,” Mac- 
Gowan said.

Randolph opened the debate on 
the racial question yesterday with 
a statement that the race problem 
“is the No. 1 problem of America 
today,” and a plea for the abolition 
of auxiliary unions based on race. 
He singled out for particular crit- 
icism the boilermakers and the 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks, 

The problem, said Randolph, 
“must be solved for the sake of the 
American Federation itself to 
square its practices with its pro- 
fessions.” Unless this is done, hg 
asserted, thet AFL “will forfeit 
the confidence of the enlightened 
and liberal people of the world.” 

He cited the AFL’s demands for 
a voice in writing the world peace, 
and asked, “What about the Ne- 
gro? Don’t you think the Negroes 
are concerned about democracy, 
too?” 

Randolph said he appreciated 
the “sincerity” of the officerg of 
the Resolutions Committee but 
had to disagree about the scope of 
their report. Randolph had urged 
criticism and condemnation of spe- 
cific practices by specific unions. 

The committee report deplored 
discrimination but said “it is obvi- 
ous that the goal we aim for, the 
best interests of the American 
people as a whole, and our demo- 
cratic way of life, cannot be se- 
cured by one stroke or through the 
method of decrees, mechanical or- 
ders or threats handed down from 
on high. What is required is the 
intelligent, systematic, educational 
efforts to speed the day when there 
will no longer exist in the indus- 
tria] field any prejudices or han- 
dicaps because of racial origin or 
color.” 

The committee recommended 
that all the educational facilities 
of the trade. union movement be 
used in furthering these objectives.

Ellender Says Russia’s 
Reciprocity Has Been 
Limited to Servicing of 


U. S. Ships. 


WASHINGTON, Oct 12 (AP).— 
Demanding an immediate investi- 
gation of lend-lease operations, 
Senator Ellender (Dem.), Louisi- 
ana, reported today that Russia’s 
reciprocal aid to the United States 
had been limited to supplying and 
servicing American vessels in So- 


viet ports. 

Ellender said the information 
was in a letter from former Lend- 
Lease Administrator Edward R. 
Stettinius Jr. 

In making the contents public, 
Ellender called for an inquiry into 
the more than $13,793,000,000 of 
United States lend-lease expendi- 
tures. He said his demand grew 


last week by five Senators who 
toured the major battle theaters. 

Ellender said he would take the 
floor to urge President Roosevelt 
to “make every effort to obtain 
from our Allies concessions in oil, 
tin, iron ore and rubber so that 
we can replenish our natural re- 
sources now being depleted.” 

Moreover, he said, we should 
negotiate now for permanent pos- 
session of strategic bases in return 
for lend-lease aid.

of Raid on Wake 


By Record-Breaking Carrier Force 


1051 Tons of Bombs and Shells Blasted Atoll 
—No Jap Planes Got Through U. S. 


Fighter

IN TORPEDO PLANE OVER 


WAKE ISLAND, Oct. 5 (Delayed) 


-~-(AP).—“There’s Wake dead 
ahead,” says the pilot, Lt. Comdr. 
Paul E. Emrick, Butler, Pa. 

Dense, black smoke pillars are 
in the sky from two large fires. 

It is midday and the greatest 
carrier-borne assault—greater than 
the attack on Pearl Harbor—has 
been shaking the Japanese-held 
coral atoll for five and a half 
hours. 

Across the wool pack clouds 
below us, I see a larger squadron— 
and yet another. Within 15 min- 
utes the Japanese will be counting 
scores of American carrier planes 
roaring in. to wreck installations 
with more than 200,000 pounds of 
bombs and incendiaries. 

Greatest Carrier Force 

Enroute to the target, our plane 
shadows fell athwart the greatest 
carrier task force ever assembled 
in any ocean. Better yet, except 
for about 20,000 tons, all are post 
Pearl Harbor ships. This mighty 
armanda is commanded by R. 
Adm. Alfred E. Montgomery, of 
Seattle. His chief of staff is Capt. 
Herbert 8. Duckworth of Cape Gir- 
ardeau, Mo. 

Our cruiser forces are racing to 
manhandle the Japanese for two 
hours as soon as our air force fin- 
ishes- with them. As our planes 
converge on Wake, a large flight 
of planes passes us, returning 
from its rendezvous with revenge. 

We climb steeply. 

“You don’t really need oxygen 
much before you reach 18,000,” the 
tunnelgun operator advises. 

As we draw closer to Wake, my 
binoculars focus on two Japanese 
destroyers and a 4000-ton mer- 
chantman beached on the southern 
shore—part of the seven-ship toll, 
including light cruisers, which our 
Marines took during enemy land- 
ing operations in December, 1941. 

Target Is Peale Island. 

Although it is chilly at this 
altitude, my hands are perspiring. 
Are there Zeros above us? One 
was reported shot down a few 
minutes ago at 27,000 feet. Will 
we pull out of our dive with our 
heavy bomb load? Will anti-air- 
craft fire rip our plane apart? 

I ask the tunnelgunner what the 
target is and he points to Peale 
Island, the southeastern portion of 
the wishbone-shaped Wake atoll, 
made up of Wake, Wilkes and 
Peale Islands. It is where Pan- 
American Airways had a tamp, 
shops and hotel. Peace Envoy 
Kurusu of Japan remained there 
one day enroute to the White 
House by way of Pearl Harbor. It 
is where we built Many ware- 
houses, barracks, a dispensary, 
water tanks, fuel storage dumps 
and just had completed a runway 
on Wake proper. 

Wake's white surf against the 
greenish blue sea is like a necklace 
on a beautiful woman, but right 
now smoking ruins look better. 

Hary, the gunner, shouts into 
my ear: 

“Our target is the BOQ (Bach- 
elor Officers Quarters) near where 
the fire is burning; the heavy anti- 
aircraft emplacements and ware- 
houses. Then our target is any- 
thing in sight.” . 

Our formation tightens up. 
These pilots are as smooth as silk. 

Going Into Dive. | 

“We are going into our dive,” 
gays commander Emrick. “Hang 
on!” 

We peel off. We dive. 

Pain fills my ears. Loose gear 
is flying around the plane. The 
tail gunner is hanging on to his 
tunnelgun while his legs are fly- 
ing up against the ceiling. But he 
hangs on. 

Our plane is rocking to avoid 
antiaircraft, hurtling me from side 
to side, 

Ouch! My seatstrap pulled loose. 
My head whacks against the ceil- 
ing. My goggle lens breaks. My 
binoculars crack me along side the 
left jaw. 

A. A. bursts make black blobs 
against the sky. 

Now the plane really is swing- 
ing. How will Emrick pull out of 
this dive? 

The ground rushes up faster and 
faster. I see a long row of build- 
ings with white coral roads. 

There is a slight lift to the plane. 
The bombs must be away. We rush 
ever the beach. 

Japs Well Placed. 

B-r-r-r-t. Our tunnel- 
man's guns spit into the ditch-like 
trenches along the beach which 
are filled with Japanese who are 
shooting at us with machine guns 
and small arms. Those Japanese 
have strong positions. Many guns. 
Concrete emplacements. Revet- 
ments. It will be a bloody job for 
the Army or Marines to make a 
landing on Wake. 

The obnoxious smell of sulphur 
fills the plane from the tunnelgun. 
Now we speed over the water and 
our speed diminishes quickly. 

The tunnelgunner with a grin 
says, “It’s over.” 

We are out of gun reach, making 
our rendezvous. Many new fires 
are burning in the area which our 
squadron bombed. 

We finish the rendezvous and 
strike out for our carrier. My 
stopwatch has piled up 25 minutes, 
32 seconds. I failed to note the 
time over Wake, however. It was 
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al] of two and six-tenths seconds— 
definitely. 


ATTACK CAUGHT 
JAPS UNAWARE 


By EUGENE BURNS 
ABOARD AN AIRCRAFT 
CARRIER, Oct. 10 (Delayed) 
(AP).—The greatest carrier task 
force ever assembled blasted Jap- 
anese-held Wake Island from 
dawn Oct. 5 to mid-afternoon Oct. 
6 with 1051 tons of bombs and 
shells and retired without drawing 
a retaliatory punch. 

Once again the Japanese were 
caught by surprise. 

We were within easy striking 
distance of Japan’s ~ Marshall 
Island air bases (south of Wake) 
for four days. The enemy made 
several attempts to penetrate our 
Hellcat fighter screen, but not one 
Japanese plane squeezed through. 
At Wake approximately 830 


bombloads were rained on the 
ehemy, some of the waves of Hell- 
cat-escorted Dauntless dive-bomb- 
ers and Avenger torpedo bombers 
sweeping in scores of plane» 
strong. 

Cruisers accompanied by destroy- 
ers steamed within binocular sight 
of Wakeithe first afternoon and 
for two hours pumped 454 tons of 
high explosives into the atoll, 


Damage at Wake, 

Oil stores were set afire. Sec- 
tions of warehouse districts were 
destroyed. A large barracks or 
administration building burned to 
the ground. Three power plants 
and two water distillation plants 
were damaged, And the Japanese 
radio at Wake went off the air. 

Typical of the destruction is 
this: In one area containing six 
warehouses, only two were left 
standing; of several coastal bat- 
teries,; only one attempted to fire 
at the cruisers and it was silenced 
in short order. 

The enormous flotilla, command- 
ed by R. Adm, Alfred E. Mont- 
gomery of Seattle, who made the 
decision to stay a second day, con- 
sisted of several hundreds thou- 
sand tons of ships. 

After the surface ships complet- 
ed their bombardment, land-based 
Navy four-engined bombers came 
over and dropped their destructive 
loads on an already bleeding, burn- 
ing and shell-shocked Wake. Com- 
bat losses among all American 
forces involved were 13 planes. 
Seven of their crew members were 
rescued, Thirty-one Japanese 
planes were destroyed on the 
ground, 30 more in combat. 

Good weather favored the oper- 
ation. There was no rain to pre- 
vent landings or takeoffs. On the 
other hand, there were a brisk 16- 
knot wind to help the planes lift 
from the carriers - and cloud 
patches in which the bombers 
could take cover from the much 
swifter Japanese Zeros, 

Enemy planes were in the air 
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as soon as the first alarm was 
raised, but almost from the begin- 
ning our air control over the 
island was absolute. The initial 
blow stunned the enemy air force, 
and subsequent reinforcements 
brought in from the Marshalls in 
driblets of three, six and eight 
planes each were knocked out of 
the air as fast as they arrived, when 
they. did not beat a hasty with- 
drawal. 

Commenting on the destruction 
effected, Adm. Montgomery said 
merely that “the results obtained 
by our bombing and bombardment 
and strafing justified the effort 
expended.” 

The raid had other salutary ef- 
.fects, he said. It gave many new 
United States warships and air 
groups needed tzaining and “per- 
fected ogir knowledge for future 
extermination of the Japs.” 

He conceded, however, that “we 
did not wipe Wake off the map.” 


SFORZA LEAVES FOR SICILY 
AFTER TALKING TO CHURCHILL 


LONDON, Oct. 12 (AP).—Count 
Carlo Sforza left today for Sicily, 
to return to Italian soil after 
nearly 20 years’ absence, 

The former Italian Foreign Min- 
ister departed after conferences 
with Prime Minister Churchill, 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
and other British officials. An 
associate said Sforza intended to 
remain in Italy indefinitely, “exam- 
ining” the political situation and 
working toward a program for 
post-Fascist Italy. 

His collaboration with King Vit- 
torio Emanuele or the government 
‘of Premier Pietro Badoglio in the 
interim, however, was declared to 
be out of the question.

With Wide Powers Urged 
in British Report.

ALGIERS, Oct. 12, 


ORSICA, in the eyes of the French National Committee in Al- 
giers, should be taken as a test case in its argument with the 
Americans and British as to whether France, during the course 


of its liberation, should be governed by the Allied Military Govern- 


ment or by the French committee 


Early in its existence, the French committee made known to 
Allied authorities its views about the extension of the Allied Military 
Government to Europe’s liberated countries, in particular . France. 
Such a government, according to the French, and to most of the 
other exiled governments, should be the vehicle for the maintenance 


of law and order in enemy countries—Italy, Germany, Rumania, | 


Bulgaria and Hungary—but should not be extended to countries 
which were at war with the Axis before being overrun. 


The Corsican experience proves, 
according to committee members 
here, how unnecessary it is for the 
Allies to concern themselves over 
a provisional government for 
France. They point out that al- 
though the best organized band of 
Corsican patriots were Communist 
~—it was they who started the fight 
against the Germans, a fight into 
whieh Gen. Henri Giraud threw 
some French Moroccan troops—the 
present administration of Corsica 
is an orderly affair, representative 
of all political groups on the 
island. 


Corsica as an Example. 

Giraud’s troops were accompan- 
fed by two representatives of the 
committee who took over the 
functions of Prefect and Secretary 
General of Ajaccio. Both men have 
bee.1 prominent members of Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle’s Fighting 
Frer.ch movement since 1940. They 
appear to be receiving the fullest 
co-operation from all Corsican 
officials. 

This goes to show, committee 
members believe, that the Allies 
need not concern themselves with 
the question of law and order in- 
side France when it is being 
liberated. The French themselves 
will see that all collaborationists 
ere j.iled as they were in Corsica 
and that loyal Frenchmen take 
over administrative duties without 
disorder. 

There are, however, other view- 
points which are bound to con- 
flict with those of the committee. 

The Americans and British may 

argue that Corsica cannot be 
taken as a precedent. The Allies 
were fully engaged militarily in 
Italy when the Corsican revolt 
broke out. It’ was. not possible 
for the Allied command here to 
give any assistance in the form 
of shipping or air support, and 
Giraud was told the Corsican 
show was “all his” if he could get 
troops there. 
' It was generally recognized that 
the Germans were passing through 
Corsica while evacuating Sardinia. 
And while Corsica is a _ useful 
Allied base, it is not, like France, 
the doorstep to Germany, nor 
were the Germans intending to 
make a determined stand on Cor- 
sica as they may do in France. 


Allies’ Plan. 

Furthermore, neither the Amer- 
fcan nor British governmerts ever 
committed themselves to seeing 
that the French committee here 
should establish itself in France 
in any form, even provisionally. 
In fact, during British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden’s visit to 
Washington, as I wrote at the 
time, exactly the opposite conclu- 
sion was reached. It is the Allied 
intention to establish an Allied 
Military Government in France for 
a period of six months, after which, 
presumably, it is hoped that the 
French can elect their own Gov- 
ernment. 

A third viewpoint is held by a 
variety of French people not on 
the committee. Many of them are 
opposed both to Allied Military 
Government in France and to the 
commiittee’s taking over the func- 
tions of government, however pro- 
visionally. Some of them have no 
reasonable alternative to offer. But 
others believe that France's Coun- 
cil of Resistance, which includes 
representatives of all shades of po- 
litical thought in France, not only 
should but will exercise adminis- 
trative functions and put into op- 
eration machinery for French elec- 
tions. 

This council has a representative 
here on the French National 
Committee, Francois de Menthon, 
whose view apparently is that the 
committee must become the legal 
French government after libera- 
tion. 

Such was the tone of De Men- 
thon's weekly broadcast to France 
last week. To what extent he re- 
flects the view of the Council of 
Resistance it is impossible to tell. 

Given these three conflicting 
views, it would be rash to assume 
that there are no headaches ahead, 
which will need the greatest tact 
and care to dispel. There is the 
question of the Russian attitude; 
since the Russian Government rec- 
ognized the committee as the de 
facto government of France, will 
the Kremlin also take the view 
that this committee should govern 
France? 


Potential Dynamite. 
This question may arise at the 
forthcoming Moscow conference 


and it will certainly arise in the |

Bastia in Week 


Civilians Executed

CORSICA, Oct. 8 (Delayed). 
B ASTIA, Corsica’s largest city 

and northern port, was the 

center of hard fighting, first 
between the Italians and Germans, 
and later between French Moroc- 
can troops, a handful of Ameri- 
cans and some Italians on one side 
and Germans on the other. 

It was shelled by Italian and 
French artillery, bombed by Allied 
planes and mined by departing 
Germans. Its fine old squares 
were filled with debris, its houses 
demolished or badly damaged and 
its port filled with sunken ships. 

Two days after the city fell, only 
a handful of population was left 
in the town—not more than 50 out 
of 40,000. They had fled to the 
mountains when the French forces 
captured the heights above the 
city. Bastia was a town without 
water, light or public services. 

In the main square on the port, 
evidences of the. latest fighting 
were still visible. Fifty-odd Ger- 
mans were lying as they fell, hel- 
mets scattered about, trucks and 
cars burned out or hastily demol- 
ished and machine guns and am- 
munition strewn everywhere. 
French-Moroccans were preparing 
to clean up the place; a difficult 
task, as the Germans had set 
booby traps all over, even under 
the bodies of their own soldiers. 

The French military authorities 
were trying to prevent the popu- 
lace from returning home until 
some cleaning up had been done, 
as the stench of corpses pene- 
trated every part of the town. 
Civilians Executed by Nazis. 

Posters signed by the German 
commander were still on the walls 
and paid dramatic tribute to the 
fighting qualities of the Corsican 
people. The people had been 
warned that they would be shot 
on sight if they emerged from 
their houses except between the 
hours of 10 a. m. and noon. One 
of the patriots who had stayed 
throughout and who had 40 dead 
Germans to his credit, estimated 
that no fewer than 150 civilians 
had been executed by the Ger- 
mans in the last week of their 
control. 

Until Sept. 8, Bastia had been 
garrisoned entirely by Italians with 
a handful of Germans. When the 
Italians got news of the armistice, 
they decided to kick the Germans 
out of Bastia, and did so on Sept. 


Then the Germans brought in 
reinforcements from Sardinia, from 
which they were beginning to 
evacuate. After a brisk battle, 
the Germans took Bastia on Sept. 
11, and the Italians joined the 
patriots in the hills and awaited 
the arrival of French troops who 
landed at Ajaccio that same day. 
Several squadrons of the Italian 
air force managed to take off from 
Berge, Bastia’s air field, and flew 
to North Africa. The Italian Army 
then in Corsica, numbering 80,000, 


| 


either stayed out of the way of 
the Germans or tried to help the 
French and the few Americans 
who came in with them. 

The road from Bastia to Ajaccio, 
along which I drove, was filled 
with Italian tanks, trucks and 
cars. Italian camps lined the 
roadside and troops filled even the 
smallest villages. If there had not 
been an armistice and they had 
fought beside the Germans, it 
would have taken a couple of 
thousand French Moroccans to ex- 


pel them.

Physical culture institutes all 
over the country are feverishly 
preparing instructors for the re- 
conquered districts, The Smolensk 
region alone has graduated 608 
instructors after a special, intensi- 
fied course, and they have been 
sent out to their posts. They will 
supervise athletic instruction in 
reopened schools and colleges and 
prepare athletic teams of young

Meanwhile, all Russia is getting 
ready for winter sports, especially 
skiing and skating. Skiing organi- 
zations by the hundred already 
are functioning, though snow has 
not yet fallen. They meet regu- 
larly, listen to lectures and discuss 
problems of terrain and topog- 
raphy. They go on long walks in 
the woods and swamps and along 
river banks, and undergo special 
courses of gymnastics. 

Since ski troops are important 
units of the infantry, artillery and 
parachutists, skiing this year, as 
every year since the war started, 
is receiving particular emphasis. 
Reconquered communities which 
have lost skiing and other athletic 
equipment are receiving both, in 
part from the government and in 
part from the army.

Chess Holds Its Own. 

Physical culture and athletics 
are not the only sources of sports 
in this country. Chess is another. 
Russia without doubt is the great- 
est chess-playing nation in the 
world. There are literally hun- 
dreds of thousands of chess play- 
ers throughout the Soviet Union. 
On my last visit to Russia in the 
pre-war years, I had occasion to 
pass several weeks in the Kuban 
Cossack settlement of Slaven- 
skaya, which was retaken from 
the Germans only recently. In the 
evenings I often visited the com- 
munity clubhouse, and one large 
room always was crowded with 
chess players. 

I asked the leader of the instt- 


tution the reason for the sudden 
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interest in a game which the Cos- 
sacks, before the days of the 
Soviets, had hardly known. In ex- 
planation, he expressed the opin- 
ion that chess was an excellent 
mental exercise for men who 
might have to fight to defend the 
fatherland, Perhaps this is the 
chief reason why in the pre-war 
years chess was fostered so dili- 
gently all over the country, in- 
cluding far-away Cossack settle- 
ments, 

The war has not lessened inter- 
est in the game. Moscow is wit- 
nessing the semifinals of a city- 
wide championship. While some of 
the capital’s leading players are 
away on war missions, enough are 
left to make the event a subject 
for widespread conversation, Sev- 
enty players are participating in 
the semifinals. 


In hospitals wounded soldiers 
and patients are encouraged to 
play the game. Special instructors 
are assigned to teach men who 
have never learned it. One of the 
most popular diversions of pa- 
tients able -to walk is to attend 
chess tournaments. 


The influence of England and 
America on Russian sports is 
clearly marked by the wide usage 
of English words in the Russian 
athletic vocabulary. Among these 
are “volley ball,” “baseball,” 
“football,” “soccer,” “champion,” 
“athlete,” “match,” “record,” 
“sport,” “sportsman,” “physical 
culture” and “boxer.” Baseball is 
still known by only a small group 


of athletes in the capital.

HIRTY Flying Fortresses and 
T ewe Thunderbolt fighters were 
lost in Sunday’s raid by the 
United States Eighth Air Force 
on the German industrial and rail- 
road centers of Muenster and Coes- 
feld and the Nazi-held airfield at 
Enschede in The Netherlands. 
Twenty-nine American heavy 
bombers failed to return from the 
raids on Danzig, Gdynia, Marlen- 
burg and Ankiam the previous day. 
Thirty bombers and three of our 
fighters were lost in last Thurs- 
day’s heavy daylight raid on Bre- 
men. 


Thus in three days our losses 
amounted to 89 heavy bombers and 
four fighters and close to 900 
trained pilots, bombardiers and 
gunners. Nor do these figures take 
into account the damage that was 
done to planes that returned, the 
dead and wounded these planes 
brought back with them. 

These losses are not to be mini- 
mized. 


They make it clear that the 
process of softening up the Reich 
is at this time, proving costly. 
They also suggest that despite the 
wide dispersal of the Luftwaffe, a 
dispersal made necessary by the 
growing range and power of Anglo 
American air strength, Germany’s 
ability. to defend itself against air 


attacks shows no diminution.

The Raiders Get Through. 


ET these losses by no means 
Y tell the whole story. The fact 

is, and it is a very important 
fact, that our daylight raiders got 
through to their targets, that they 
inflicted heavy damage on vital 
Nazi centers and that, as an inci- 
dental but important result of 
these raids, the Luftwaffe is seri- 
ously being whittled down. 

In the Muenster-Coesfeld raid, 
102 enemy planes were shot down. 
And thus far in October, according 
to Lieut. Gen. Ira Eaker, the com- 
mander of the Eighth Air Force, 
450 German fighters have been de- 
stroyed. 

Since, at the outside, Germany’s 
fighter strength on all fronts is 
probably fewer than 5000, it is evi- 
dent that its recent losses have 
been considerable and even to some 
extent, irreplaceable. 

What we are witnessing in the 
mounting air struggle over Ger- 
many is a race with time for gigan- 
tic stakes. 

German strategy today is obvi- 
ously prepared to throw everything 
into the struggle against Anglo- 
American air power so as, regard- 
less of Germany’s own losses, to 
make it so costly for the Eighth 
Army Air Force and the R. A. F. 
to raid German centers that a 
slackening of the air offensive on 
the Reich will result. 

Should that effort succeed, Ger- 
man industry would get a breath- 
ing spell in which to redouble its 
efforts to build up the Luftwaffe 
and the Luftwaffe would win time 
in which to lick its wounds and 
develop new defensive weapons 
and methods.

As to An Oil Shortage. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N the article, “Gasoline Surplus In 

Central States Gone, Oil Men Say,” 
published in the Post-Dispatch recently, 
there was one quotation that attracted 
my attention: “Through no fault of the 
oil industry, production from our discov- 
ered wells cannot be increased sufficient- 
ly to reverse that trend.” Meaning that 
the production per day will be decreased, 


It was the general understanding that 
gasoline restrictions were based mainly 
on conservation of rubber, equipment 
and transportation facilities. Now it 
geems fear has been introduced, along 
with other propaganda, and an attempt 
to persuade us to believe that the pro- 
duction of oil has been reduced to such 
an extent that it is necessary to restrict 
the allotment of gasoline for commercial 
vehicles. 


It would be of interest to know whose 
fault it is that wells are not permitted to 
produce instead of being choked back 
and restricted, Oil west of the Rocky 
Mountains is produced in California and 
it seems to me that if the already dis- 
covered wells east of the Rockies were 
permitted to produce, there would 
be a sufficient amount of this low-grade 
gasoline for commercial purposes to take 
care of requirements without restrictions, 

If $1 a barrel for crude is not a suffi- 
cient amount of money to justify “wild- 
catters” drilling for new wells, then it 
might be advantageous to permit them 
to drill into Government lands on a fee 
basis. 

There is no doubt but that the same 
property that was under discussion a 
short while ago would have produced or 
oll] companies would not have been in- 
terested in the procurement of these 
lands with the privilege of drilling. 

This same group made the same state- 
ments in the last war, “that there wasn’t 
sufficient amount of crude in Mother 
Barth to take care of our internal com- 
bustion engines.” 

There is no doubt in my opinion that 
there is plenty of oil below the. surface, 
Tf the restrictions were taken off so that 
the fault would lie entirely in the hands 
of the oil industry, then the discovered 
wells could be increased sufficiently to 
reverse this predetermined trend.

The Fires of Democracy 


It probably will not change the shape of things 
to come if the mighty Western democracies, Brit- 
ain and America, neglect to be politically wise as 
well as militarily expedient in Italy. Her liberal 
leaders want democracy, and mean to have it 
eventually, either with our aid or by revolution. 

The dynamic spirit of French resistance, tidal 
and desperate and grimly clinging to hope, flowed 
finally into a single channel with scant help, and 
often obstruction, from the Allies. It is thus with 
the Partisan army of “Gen. Tito” in Yugoslavia, 
although Britain and America give indication of 
having their coins bet upon a King. 

There is a similarity in width and depth be- 
tween the virtually unsponsored movements surg- 
ing toward popular government in Southern Eu- 
rope. They have taken a magic word, “libera- 
tion,” with its unmuffled drumbeat of social and 
political as well as physical freedom, and ban- 
nered their causes with it. Their flags fly over 
the French Committee of National Liberation, 
which faces the troubled future with a united 
and popular front in Algiers; over the Italian 
Committee of National Liberation, which joins 
six disparate political parties in a drive toward 
social democracy. 

In rags, with ardor, and more than 100,000 
strong, the freedom lovers fight in the gray Mon- 
tenegrin mountains, in the forests south of Bel- 
grade, in the alps of Carpathia and the hills of 
Serbia, proud in their missionary title: Yugoslav 
National Army of Liberation. Men of different 
faiths, of different political beliefs, of peacetime 
stations in life that run the gamut from aristocrat 
to gypsy, banker to vagabond, have yet found 
democratic unity in a common, flaming cause. 
With or without our encouragement, our tender 
guidance, our applause from the wings, our in- 
spiration or fathering, their goal is set and worthy 
and never hopeless, 

Each of these movements is cut to a common 
pattern. The only price of membership is a his- 
tory of anti-Fascism—a price too high for the 
Peyroutons of France, the Pavelics of Croatia 
and the “ignoble” little King of Italy. The only 
symbols are the sword of physical liberation and 
the ballot box of free men. In Yugoslavia, that 
ballot box is opened within a few hours after a 
village is won from the Nazis. Civil administra- 
tion, guided by a regular federal assembly, moves 
in on the coattails of the troops, opens schools, 
brings news and conducts the election of local 
officials, establishes tribunals for the trial of 
Fascists, 

De Gaulle subjects military to civil authority 
with the same plans in mind for France as it is 
freed. Count Sforza, philosopher Croce, Italian 
republicans wait for the “clean sweep” day when 
the old regime will crumble and democracy return 
to a nation from which it was long ago exiled. 

“Defense of our ideals above all frontiers,” 
Sforza has said. And he speaks in confidence of 
“all the free currents of thought” alive in his 
beloved country to make that dream reality in 
time. He is echoed in the words of Howard K, 
Smith, writing from Switzerland for Life Maga- 
zine of the well-organized, embattled Partisans 
of Yugoslavia. “The Partisans take full advan- 
tage of the democratic fires the Nazi occupation 
has fanned,” he says. ; 

Those democratic fires are burning in Europe. 
Whether we foster them and call them friend, 
or ignore them and concentrate exclusively on 
the priming of our guns, they will blaze. They 
capture the minds and hearts of desperate people 
who have nothing left, not even their loved ones, 
to lose, except their honor. And that they mean 
to triumph. 
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The way. that fellow gets around, the really 
amazing thing is that it’s only One Willkie. 
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All the Crumbs of Comfort 


No more should be required? to make the War 
Department act than the appeal addressed to it by 
40 Kansas City mothers and fathers who have 
been informed that their sons are “missing in 
action” and who seek the small comfort of know- 
ing as much as. can be ascertained about the 
circumstances. 

It will be more supportable to parents to know 
details, even though they are distressing, than 
to be told nothing. Every ‘morsel of fact will 
enable them, somewhat, to feel that they had 
been standing by at a moment when they would 
most have wished to be faithfully at hand. We 
think the War Department should take whatever 
measures may be necessary to respond with 
thoughtfulness and gratitude to the parents of 
America.

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For Sabotage, Prison 

An important battle in this war has been fought 
out in a courtroom in Cleveland and was won 
yesterday when three former officials of the 
National Bronze & Aluminum Co. were sen- 
tenced to 10-year terms in prison for sabotage 
by manufacturing defective engines for airplanes. 

It was the first time since the war started that 
prison sentences have been meted out for delib- 
erately defective work. Fines have been the stiff- 
est penalties exacted hitherto, though money— 
any amount of it—is an altogether insufficient 
repayment to society. 

United States District Judge Emerich B. Freed 
remedied the deficiency in the Cleveland case. 
He told the convicted brothers, John L. Schmeller, 
former president; Frank Schmeller, former gen- 
eral manager, and Edward Schmeller, former 
assistant general manager and chief metallurgist, 
of the National company, that “the jury found 
you guilty of an unconscionable crime against the 
United States and all of its people,” and that he 
fully agreed with the jury. 

The outcome need not make any patriotic 
manufacturer unduly cautious and so hinder the 
volume of war production, for the Schmeller 
brothers were not convicted of such wrongdoing 
as an honest man might fall into by human error. 
They were convicted of “willfully” producing 
defective work “with reason to believe that their 
act might injure the United States in carrying 
on the war.” 

The ‘verdict will be a lift to the spirits of our 
fighting men overseas. It must seem to them 
that back home, far away, right prevails, some- 
times, only with cruel, all-but-disastrous slow- 
ness. And the firmness of Judge Freed—who 


considered it “a duty to impose a very substantial 
sentence in view of the nature of the offense”’— 
may become a precedent to duty, unweakened by 


’ chicken-heartedness or over-careful doubts, in the 


trial of other industrialists who are false to 
their trust. 
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Fair Taxes Will Mean Fair Returns 


“Color,” says an old saw, “don’t count if the 
colt don't trot.” Nor do tax laws count if taxes 
can’t be collected under them. And therein lies an 
open and notorious weakness in Missouri’s horse- 
and-buggy Constitution. 

The Constitution requires that “all property 
subject to taxation shall be taxed in proportion 
to its value” and that taxes “shall be uniform 
upon the same class of subjects within the ter- 
ritorial limits of the authority levying the tax”— 
in other words, that a $1000 corporation bond, 
which may be tucked quietly away in a safe- 
deposit box, or a $1000 bank deposit, which may 
be transferred to another state just before assess- 
ment day, June 1, shall be taxed at the same rate 
as a grand piano or a factory building. 

Result: the people with the bonds, or bank de- 
posits, or other intangibles, simply don’t include 
them in their returns to the Assessor. And the 
Assessor can’t do anything about it. Some of these 
owners of intangibles think they are justified in 
evading the tax on the ground that it’s unfair. 
And obviously, it is unfair. 

The remedy, a comparatively simple one, is 
wholly within the realm of realism. It is to 
amend the Constitution so as to make possible 
a lower tax rate on intangibles, one that would 
bring this kind of property out of hiding. Such 
a remedy has been presented to the State Con- 
stitutional Convention. 

The proposal would divide property, for pur- 
poses of taxation, into three categories—real es- 
tate, tangible personal property and intangible 
personal property—and would authorize the Leg- 
islature to create additional classifications within 
these three. 

Thus, the way would’be open for a separate 
and more equitable rate on intangible personal 
property. As an example of present inequity, the 
Governmental Research Institute has pointed out 
that a $1000 City of St. Louis bond, sold to yield 
$16.50 annually, is subject to $27.40 in taxes. 

It is impossible, of course, to say precisely -how 
much intangible personal property now escapes 
taxation in Missouri. V. E. Phillips of Kansas 
City, who introduced the proposal in the conven- 
tion, estimated the amount of two billion dollars’ 
worth or more. In St. Louis alone, approximately 
125 million dollars in bank deposits is withdrawn 
just before June 1 each year in order to escape 
the tax. 

The proposal to amend the tax provisions of 
the Constitution should be adopted by the dele- 
gates. Undoubtedly, it would be favored by the 
voters. It will bring in more revenue, and on 
the basis of ability to pay.

Just when we were wondering what more to say 
about the soak-the-poor 10 per cent Federal sales 
tax proposal, a member of the House Ways and 
Means Committee came along and said it. 

We quote Representative Dingell (Dem.) of Mich- 
igan, who, we take it, is no fence-sitter: “With- 
out equity, honesty or decency, the sales tax levy 
is a curse, the most fiendish conception of what 
is fair in taxation. I will surrender my seat in 
Congress before I will vote for. a sales tax.” 

That’s a mouthful. 
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No Statistics About Strikes 


How many strikes are now going on in the 
United States? How many were there a month 
ago? Nobody knows the answers for sure. Since 
there is no longer any official information on 
this subject, figures that are cited can be nothing 
but guesses or estimates based on incomplete 
data. If any person or group wishes to grind 
an ax by. giving a high figure or a low figure, 
there is no way of definitely checking the 
deception. 

This state of affairs has come about because 
Congress, in a fit of irritation at the OWI last 
July, cut to the bone that agency’s budget for 
domestic operations. The OWI had to drop some 
of its activities, and the collecting of clippings 
was one of those discontinued. §So0 now neither 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics nor any other 
official body has the facts about strikes. 

Historians of the future will find a gap in the 
record when they attempt to discuss labor rela- 
tions in World War II. More immediately, the 
coming congressional debate over the Smith- 
Connally Labor Disputes Act, looking to some 
badly needed amendments, will be seriously han- 
dicapped because the full facts about strikes 
aren’t available. Perhaps the statesmen who de- 
cided the OWI was a menace, or at least a 
nuisance, will ultimately be convinced that it 
serves one or two useful purposes, after all. 
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The Arithmetic of Progress 


Item: Civil Aeronautics Board has approved 
the purchase by United Airlines of a 75 per cent 
interest in Lineas Aereas Mineras, a Mexican 
airline connecting Mexico City and other south- 
of-the-Rio Grande cities with the United States. 

Item: United Airlines has requested a St. Louis 
connection with its transcontinental line. 

By simple addition, these facts are the first 
tangible intercontinental prospect for St. Louis, 
although far broader plans of TWA and American 
Airlines are already on record.

True, CAB has approved the new United Air- 
lines deal for service “within Mexico only.” But 
it’s a short postwar hop from San Diego to 
Nogales, shorter from Nogales to Dallas to St. 
Louis, and every reason to believe that the sky- 
way from St. Louis to New Orleans to South 
America will be wide open. /Each link between a 
domestic line and another country can be ex- 
tremely important to St. Louis as hub of the 
nation—unless that hub dallies dangerously past 
its deadline. 

Will whistle-stop St. Louis be ready with at 
least a second airport? 
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A new day will be at hand for Wake Island 
when we have succeeded in our fight, just started, 
to recover it. Or, to paraphrase “A Shropshire 
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Lad” not at all: “Wake! The silver dawn return-

Our Chinese exclusion acts put potent propaganda into the hands 


of Japanese political strategists, writer says; foundation of truth

free to live in China, the Chinese cannot 
enter the United States.” 


A few days earlier, people in India heard 
another Tokyo broadcast, beamed to them, 
say, “The Chungking Government cannot 
understand why the United States fears the 
immigration of a small number of Chinese 
into that country.” 

South Americans heard a Tokyo broad- 
cast, beamed to them in the Spanish lan- 
guage, say, “The British Government, re- 
senting America’s insistent and arrogant 
attitude, which is pressing for the return 
of Hongkong (to China), insists that the 
United States should give better treatment 
to the Chinese by reforming the American 
immigration laws.” 


C HILDREN in China who may have 


Discourtesy Is Charged. 


Another typical Tokyo broadcast was 
heard to say, “The Few Chinese who are 
temporarily permitted to enter the United 
States, such as international merchants, 
professional men and tourists, are forced to 


undergo the most humiliating and discour-: 


teous treatment and detention at the 
various immigration stations. They are 
practically treated like a class apart from 
the rest of humanity. 


“The Chungking authorities must also 
know that,.in most of the cities of Amer- 
ica, unfriendly social pressure forces the 
few Chinese who have managed to estab- 
lish their residence there to live in segre- 
gated Chinatowns located in the most dis- 
reputable districts. Chungking authorities 
must know also that, throughout the great- 
est part of the Western states of America, 
the Chinese are rigidly prohibited through 
crafty legal racial restrictions from resid- 
ing anywhere except in the most undesir- 
able neighborhoods, 


“The Chungking authorities must also 
know that the Chinese are rigidly excluded 
from attaining American citizenship by 
naturalization, a right which is accorded 
to the lowliest immigrant from Europe. The 
Chungking authorities must know that the 
social customs in America force the Chi- 
nese to remain in the most menial of oc- 
cupations, despised and mistreated and at 
best patronizingly tolerated with a con- 
temptuous humor.” 


Propaganda Uses Facts. 


Thus Japanese propaganda takes advan. 
tage of our laws which exclude and humili- 
ate our Chinese friends, The unhappy fact 
is that all this is true. The most powerful 
propaganda is that which uses unques- 
tioned facts. 


We know now that we can win the war 
against Japan only if China remains our 
active ally. Sooner or later, great num- 
bers of American soldiers will be in China, 
marching side by side with Chinese troops, 
living among Chinese people, using Chinese 
resources and Chinese soil to prepare the 
final assault upon Japan. It is therefore 
a matter of sheer military necessity to re- 
peal at once our Chinese exclusion laws— 
which are so prejudiced and discriminatory 
as to rate the Chinese even lower than the 
Japanese. 


The simplest measure is one which in just 
15 lines would sweep away a series of 14 


laws, going back to 1882, known as the 
Chinese exclusion laws. These laws are 14 
direct insults to our allies. Their repeal is 
the very minimum which patriotic Amer- 
icans and friends of China alike should de- 
mand, 


The repeal of the Chinese exclusion laws 
would still feave the Chinese excluded un- 
der Section .13 of the 1924 Immigration Act. 
That is, it would put them on the same 
basis as other Asiatic peoples. It would 
be a gesture; but it would be greatly appre- 
ciated by the Chinese, who understand 
gestures. For they would then be no worse 
off under our laws than the Japanese are 
and the Siamese, 


Quota Means Limitation. 


The next step—and one which certainly 
should be taken—would be to amend the 
Immigration Act of 1924 to put Chinese 
immigration on a quota basis. 


No one is advocating an open door to 
immigration, The principle of limitation 
has been accepted by the American pub- 
lic. The quota law provides that the num- 
ber of those to be admitted should be in 
ratio to those of the same nationality 
already here. 


The Chinese should be on the same pro- 
portionate basis as the Europeans, recog- 
nized as equais and not excluded because 
of their race. The number to be admitted, 
even when transportation is available after 
the war, would be very small, 


The Chinese Government recognizes that 
we have our own economic problems, and 
it would not object to a reasonable exclu- 
sion policy based on employment and labor 
standards, if it applies to all immigrants 
and if the racial inequality is removed. 


As the third step, and as a part of the 
same action, we should make Chinese 
eligible for naturalization as American 
citizens. Chinese living here are subject 
to the draft. After being drafted, a Chinese 
can apply for American citizenship. Thus 
the United States Army has set a precedent 
for the acceptance of Chinese as American 
citizens. Civilian standards ought to catch 
up to military standards. 


It is in accord with every principle on 
which this nation is founded that men or 
women who have been legally admitted to 
the United States, who have the right to 
stay here and whose children born here are 
American citizens, should themselves be 
able to become American citizens if they 
can pass strict requirements for naturaliza- 
tion. 


SALVAGE IN NORTH AFRICA. 


From Union Jack, British Army Newspaper. 
ERE’S just one answer to those who 
think salvage isn’t worth it: The Brit- 

ish salvage organization has so far sold 

to local paper mills in North Africa 400 tons 
of cardboard cartons which protect the 
four-gallon non-returnable petrol tins. 


From this one small item alone, £2500 has 
gone back to British public funds. Mills 
have repulped the cardboard and helped to 
keep the war effort going. 

Anyone who throws away an old petrol 
carton is playing the enemy's game. If he 
says, “Bunk! They’re just so much rub- 
bish,” he’s just stupid. If they find their 
way back to salvage, they continue to fight 
Hitler. And that goes for everything, from 
cigarette tins and packets to salvaged tanks.

“Blood for the Emperor,” by Walter B. Clausen. 

(D. Appleton-Century Co., New York.) 

ALTER B. CLAUSEN, in charge of 

Associated Press staff men assigned 
to the Pacific Fleet, subtitles hig book: “A 
Narrative History of the Human. Side of 
the War in the Pacific.” It is a clew to the 
whole book, for here in print are personal 
accounts of our air, land and sea battles 
in the Pacific. 

The narrators are the boys themselves or 
those equally heroic men of the press who, 
together, risk their lives in the fight against 
the little yellow men whose battle slogan is 
“Blood for the Emperor.” The book is a 
testimony to the “complete interdependence 
of all branches of each of the armed serv- 
ices.” 

It is never a general account but a par- 
ticularized recital. Unforgettable scenes are 
re-enacted for the reader: the Battle of the 
Coral Sea, which was the world’s first car- 
rier duel; the torpedoing of the Yorktown, 
that almost human carrier which had done 
so much to avenge Pearl Harbor; the sub- 
marines used not only as raiders but as 
“eyes peering right into the heart of the 
enemy”; the tenacity of the Hornet as she 
almost refused to sink; the Santa Cruz bat- 
tle, which was considered the turning point 
of the war. 


Our heroeg are here: Vern Haugland, 34 
year-old war correspondent, who had to bail 
out 13,000 feet over mountainous New 
Guinea, and survived 43 grueling days in 
the jungle; Maj. James Roosevelt, of the 
United States Marine Corps, who, with 
Evans Carlson and his “Raiders,” annihilat- 
ed 350 Japanese in 40 hours of hand-to-hand 
fighting on Makin Island; Ens. George 
Henry Gay, of Houston, Tex., who, wounded, 
was forced to land his torpedo plane in the 
sea, and from his raft got a “fish-eye view” 
and valuable information concerning the 
Japanese fleet. 

In summary, the book is a defense of the 
psychology, individual freedom and initia- 
tive of our Allied forces in contrast to the 
blind, fanatical Emperor-worship which 
causes a Japanese to do his bit “not for his 
country, nor for his army, not for himself, 
but for his god.” Bent on conquest for 2500 
years, Clausen says Japan is a formidable 
enemy, not apt to surrender as long as there 
is one little monkey man left to cry: “Blood 
for the Emperor.”

A Philosopher in Africa’s Jungle. 


“The Path te Reconstraction: A Brief Introduction 
to Albert Schweitzer’s Philosophy of Civilization,” 
by Mrs. Charlies E. B. Russell. (Henry Holt & 
Co., New York.) 

NE of the remarkable if little-known 
men of our time is Albert Schweitzer, 
the Alsatian of many talents and skills. He 
is a theologian, a philosopher, a musician, 

a historian, a medical missionery, a sur- 

geon, an artisan, a hand laborer. 

The world of scholarship met him nearly 
a generation ago when he produced a no- 
table work entitled, “The Quest of the His- 
torical Jesus.” Today he is most frequently 
identified with the hospitals which he him- 
self literally built on the banks of the 
Ogowe River, in the jungle of French Equa- 
torial Africa. There he now lives and works 
under protection of the Fighting French. 

This little book is by a woman who 
worked with Dr. Schweitzer in a forest 
hospital for many years, much of the time 
as a forewoman on its plantation. She finds 
his philosophy is “exactly” that “for which 
this distressful age is waiting.” 

Summarizing his beliefs, she describes 
this system of thought as “within the reach 
of all, a philosophy which allows absolutely 
no barriers between man and man, the phi- 
losophy of reverence for life.” A basie 
truth, in Dr. Schweitzer’s view, is the in- 
evitableness of material ruin if there is not 
spiritual revival among the masses,

HE five Senators who have just come home from a t6ur of the 
battle fronts have raised the question whether charges, some of 


some of them extremely irritat- 


ing—should be aired without providing a way by which responsible 


officials can debate them. 


Is it useful, for example, to 
usher in the momentous confer- 
ence im Moscow by talking about 
saving “1,000,000 American casual- 
ties” if Russia went to war with 
Japan while the President, the 
State Department and the War De- 
partment are unable to talk back? 

For obviously they are every bit 
#s much concerned in winning the 
war quickly and at the least cost 
of life as any of the Senators. 
Can ai subject, which Senator 
Lodge calls one of “great del- 
icacy,” be discussed fairly unless 
the Senate and the country are 
able to hear at the same time the 
views and conclusions of the re- 
sponsible officials? 


2 * * 
What Lodge Meant. 
HERE is no doubt whatever 
that the war against Japan 
could be won more quickly 
and decisively from Siberian bases 
than from any other place. But 
though Senator Lodge in his pub- 
lie speech showed that he knew 
better, many of the newspaper re- 
ports of his views give the wholly 
false impression teat Japan could 
be knocked out if Russia made 
“her Pacific coastal area available 
to the United States.” ‘ 
e . . 

This is simply not true, and it 
{fs dangerously misleading. For 
what Senator Lodge is suggesting 
is not that Russia should let us 
go into Siberia to fight Japan, but 
that Russia should fight Japan 
from Siberia. We cannot now put 
an army, or even a large air force, 
into Siberia. It is physically im- 
possible for us to get to Siberia 
in force, The undefeated Japanese 
Navy is in the way. We could fly 
in some bombers. But the Russian 
Army and the Russian Air Force 
would have to defend the bases 
against the Japanese Army in 
Manchuria, and Russia would have 
to supply the oil and the materials 
to support our bombers over 5000 
miles of railroad. 

Thus the suggestion is not that 
Russia give us a place from which 
we can fight Japan, but that Rus- 
sia open up a great second front 
in eastern Asia. Now we have 
had to put up with the Russian 
complaint about our not opening 
up a great second front in France, 
and they will now have to put up 
with a similar American com- 
plaint that they do not open a 


second front in Siberia. 
But let us recognize that the one 


complaint is as valid as the other: 
the fact is that Russia is not now 
fighting Japan in Siberia and we 
are not now fighting the Germans 
in France because neither of us 
is now strong enough to do it, and 
if either of us tried it before he 
was strong enough, he would get 
a bloody nose. 
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Friction With British. 

HE complaints about our rela- 
T tions with the British demand, 

I believe, affirmative action by 
the Prime Minister and the Presi- 
dent. The action should be, I be- 
lieve, to provide a means by which 
complaints, grievances, charges, 
allegations and insinuations can be 
sifted, remedied and explained in 
an orderly, responsible fashion. 

For our relations with the Brit- 
ish are extraordinarily compli- 
cated and they extend around the 
world. It stands to reason that 
they must engender much friction 
due to misunderstanding, incom- 
petence, sharp practice, and all the 
other imperfections-of men. In all 
history there has never been an 
association of such a scale and of 
such intricacy as that which the 
war has brought to the’ English- 
speaking peoples. 

It would be foolish to ignore the 
difficulties and a mistake to hide 
them. For we have to learn to 
work together in a long future. 
What is wanted, then, is a substi- 
tute for ex-parte statements like 
those of the five Senators, some 
regular method of examining and 
disposing of the troubles as they 
arise. 


. * . 

It might, therefore, be advisable 
to consider seriously the idea. of 
establishing some sort of joint 
mixed commission, judicial in 
character, to hear complaints and 
judge them, The purpose of such 
a tribunal would be to see to it 
that complaints were dealt with 
by the responsible officials, and 
were not allowed to go unan- 
swered, unexplained and _un- 
remedied. . 

Deplorable confusion has been 
created by the fact that the Sen- 
ators are reporting their impres- 
sions without having to debate 
them with responsible officials who 
know the rest of the story. This 
confusion needs to be dealt with 
systematically, or we shall find 
ourselves in the crisis of this im- 
mense war conducting government 
by allegation.

MRS. ROOSEVELT ON 
FL WERE A NEGRO 


Writes That She Would ‘Not 
Do Too Much Demanding’ 
but ‘Prove My Quality.’ 


CHICAGO, Oct. 12 (AP).—Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt asserts in 
an article written for the October 
issue of Negro Digest that: 

“If I were a Negro today, I think 
I would have moments of great 
bitterness. It would be hard for 
me to sustain my faith in democ- 


racy and to build up a sense of 
goodwill toward men of other 


| races. 


“I think, however, that I would 
realize that if my ancestors had 
never left Africa, we would be 


worse off as ‘natives’ today under 
the rule of any other country than 
I am in this country where my 
|people were brought up as slaves. 
“In a comparatively short period 
of time the slaves have hecome 
|free men-—free men, that is as far 
as a proclamation can make them 
|so. There now remains much work 
| to be done to see that freedom be- 
| comes a fact and not just a prom- 
ise for my people. 
| “T Know, however, that I am not 
the only group that has to make 
a similar fight. Even women of 
|the white race still suffer inequali- 
‘tles and injustices, and many 
| groups of white people in my coun- 
| try are the slaves of economic con- 
ditions. 
| “I would still feel that I ought 
[to participate to the full in this 
war. When the United Nations 
'win, certain things will be accept- 
ed as a result of principles which 
have been enunciated by the lead- . 
ers of the United Nations, which 
never before have been part of the 
beliefs and practices of the greater 
part of the world.... 
| “I would not do too much de 
|manding. I would take every 
'chance that came my way to prove 
my quality and my ability and if 
recognition was slow, I would con- 
tinue to prove myself, knowing 
that in the end good performance 
has to be acknowledged.”

They Were Confident Team. 

There isn’t any mystery, of 
course, about what happened to 
the Cardinals. It can happen and 
usually does to any team. It 
happened to the Yankees a year 
ago. The 1943 Cardinals were off 
form. They were off in their hit- 
ting, off in their thinking and 
off in their fielding. They had 
worn the robes of champions 
through a year and they had 
learned to have a profound respect 
for themselves. Last year’s world 
series had been tough. The Cardi- 
nals had to strain and strive ev- 
ery minute. 

But this year it would be a 
breeze. Why not? Better infield, 
better catching, well balanced at- 
tack. Youth, speed. Oh, what 
speed! The boys almost giggled 
when they contemplated how they’d 
run some more rings around the

poor Yankees. 
Only it didn’t happen that way. 
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oe in the struggle the Yankees 
showed they were going to be 
tough. They ran into Max Lanier 
and they slid into the bases with 
all their weight and momentum. 
They bunted unexpectedly, dashed 
for bases without warning and 
scored runs. 

Waiting for Those Breaks. 
That was the big thing, the 
Yankees scored runs, while the 
Cardinals, resplendent in their 
memories, stood around telling 
themselves not to ever sell them- 
selves short. They were good and 
their’ luck was bound to turn, if 
they’d just be patient. Well, they 
were patient, and very quiet as 
they waited for the breaks. Only 


the breaks never materialized. 


Klein Out of Position on Keller’s Hit 


Even the usually tranquil Billy 
Southworth lost his poise. Cogi- 


tating over what ailed his men he 
apparently decided that they had 
lost their fine edge in having to 
talk to baseball writers. And so 
he barred the scribes from his 
presence. The clubhouse door was 
closed to them and word was 
passed that not again until after 
the fifth game had been played 
would he again honor them with 
an exchange of words. But the 
trouble was that after the fifth 
game was over, anything that 
Billy might say or do was highly 
unimportant. 

For in the sixth inning, with 
Second Baseman Lou Klein play- 
ing far over toward second base, 
Charley Keller, a powerful right- 
field hitter, bounced a single 
through the spot usually guarded 
by a second baseman against hit- 
ters of that type. Perhaps South- 
worth, still grousing over an un- 
kind press, which insisted that the 
Yankees had won three of the 
first four games, didn’t notice 
where Kiein was playing. At any 
rate, Klein wasn’t in the right spot 
for a right-field hitter and the 
grounder went through for a 
single. 

And Dickey Came Through. 

Bill Dickey then slammed the 
next pitch to the pavilion roof for 


a homer and the two runs thus 
produced won the fifth game for 
Spurgeon Chandler and the Yan- 
kees, 2 to 0, and for the seventh 
time under the leadership of Joe 
McCarthy the New York Ameri- 
cans were champions of the world. 

After standing pat with his first- 
game lineup through the four con- 
tests, Southworth finally decided 
that a change was needed. And 
so in the final game Harry Walker, 
brilliant replacement for Terry 
Moore during the regular season, 
but a strangely inept performer 
in the title games, was benched 
for Johnny Hopp. Danny Lit- 
whiler, started as the Cardinals’ 
regular series left fielder on a 
Southworth hunch, also was taken 
out of the lineup and Debs Garms, 
35-year-old veteran utility player, 
was sent to left field. 

And to show how even men of 
the: greatest wisdom can be made 
to look bad, Hopp and Garms went 
feebly hitless, while Walker and 
Litwhiler, sent into the game as 
pinch batters after the thing was 
out of hand, each contributed a 
single. 

The Pitching Was Superb. 

That’s the way things go in 
baseball. One year you can’t make 


a mistake and the next year every- 
thing gces wrong. One year you 
pitch to Dickey and he pops out. 
The next year you pitch to him 
and he beats your brains out. 
As in all of the games, the Car- 
dinal pitching in the final was 
good. Cooper didn’t do as good a 
job as Spurgeon Chandler, if you 
take runs scored as the yard stick. 
And of course they pay off on, 
runs. But Big Mort did do a bril- 
liant job, nevertheless. He struck 
out the first five batters to face 
him and would have had an easy 
time if his teammates had been 
able todoanything with their many 
opportunities. Perhaps he made a 
bad pitch to Dickey. i ut perhaps 
it was a good pitch and Dickey, a 
‘cagy veteran of many a baseball 
campaign and a good hitter, just 
happened to meet it. 
But that was the story of every 
game for Lanier pitched brilliantly 
in two starts, only to have falter- 
ing support afield and at bat de- 
prive him of the coveted decisions: 
The most unfortunate figure, in 
retrospect, was Alpha Brazle who,

It was a joke 
to pit him against Martin Marion. 
But Crosetti saved many a situa- 
tion with a brilliant stop and at 
the bat he was an important 
factor, too, 

Joe Gordon was another Yankee 
hero. He was the goat last year, 
striking out, faltering in the field 
and falling into a pick-off trap in 
the fifth game. But this year he 
was his old nimble self, choking 
off one promising drive after an- 
other with his deft fingers. 

Chandler, too, rates hero’s robes. 
He was good in his first game, as 
he beat Lanier, 4 to 2, but he was 
brilliant as he clinched the title. 
His bull-whip curves were too 
much for the Cardinals in the 
clutches. And while they made 10 
hits off his delivery, they were all 
singles, and the Redbirds never 


had a chance to use their out- 
standing asset, speed. 
Turning Point of Series. 

The turning point in the series 
was the eighth inning of the third 
game. Despite an unearned run 
scored by the Yanks in the sixth, 
Brazle stit had a 21 advantage 
and looked good enough Ao win. 
But Watker fumbled a single to 
center, Kurowski dropped a throw 
at third and the Yankees went on 
to score five runs to win, 6 to 2. 

They'll probably be taking that 
inning apart and putting it togeth- 
er again through the winter. There 
has been much debate as to the 
key play or mistake in that in- 
ning. Some insist that if Walker 
had not fumbled the single, all 
would have been well. Others 
point to the Kurowski error as the 
most costly, though more _ excus- 
able. Lindell hit George rather 
hard when he catapulted himself 
against the Cardinal third base- 
man. Still others consider the key 
of that inning the tardiness with 
which Ray Sanders made the 
throw to third. Ray grabbed the 
bunt with his glove hand, a neat 
bit of work, but took too much 
time in his desire to make the 
throw to third perfect. It was per- 
fect, but if Ray had fired the ball 
more quickly, Kurowski would 
have been in better position to 
protect himself and Lindell would 
have been an easy out.

Army Fears to Tell Truth About 
Canada Oil Field, Says Congressman 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12 (AP).— 
Representative Gavin (Rep.), 


today that if money being spent 
by the American Government to 
develop a “questionable” Canadian 
oil field had been spent in the 
petroleum fields of the United 
States, American production would 
be increased “several hundred 
thousand barrels” daily. 

Gavin referred to the Canol 
project on the Mackenzie River 75 
miles south of the Arctic Circle, 
asserting it had been widely pub- 
licized in Canada, including print- 
ed maps showing the location of 
the field and pipe lines, but that 
the War Department has refused 
American-Canadian contract on 
grounds of military setrecy. 
“There can be no valid reason 
for refusal to tell exactly what our 
War Department has contracted 


up there near the Arctic Circle,” 
Gavin said. “The only reason for 


fully public is the fear of letting 
the full truth be know—that or a 
tacit admission that the whole 
thing is a failure.” 

He stated the project is costing 
the American Government 138 
million dollars and that the total 
might reach 200 million, adding: 
“The taxpayer has the right to 


know how much money, where it 
is being spent, what it buys and, 
in this case, what is to become of 
the property after the war is over, 
and how much oil is actually being 
produced.” 

He said it had been stated that 
the project will be financed with 
American funds, and that “after 
the war the pipeline and the wells 
. « « Will be turned over jointly 
to Imperial Oil, Ltd., and the Stand- 
ard Oil of California.” 

Petroleum Administrator Ickes, 
the Truman Committee and others 
have at various times described the 
project as “impractical,” Gavin 
said, and asserted 1941 production 
at Canol was 24,000 barrels of high 
and low-test gasoline and several 
grades of oil, which he described 
a a drop in the bucket compared 
with the annual production in the 
United States of  1,385,000,000 
barrels. 

Recommending that the House 
Interstate and Foreign Committee 
“cause an immediate investigation 
of the Canol project,” Gavin said 
the real test of the venture would 
be the cost of producing oil in 
the Canadian sub-Arctic compared 
with production costs in the United 
States. In Pennsylvania alone, he 
said, there is “a proven oil area 
that has a billion barrels of oil 
waiting to be drawn from the re- 
luctant sands.”

The Germans admitted as much 
after Sept. 15, 1940, when, because 
of the loss of 185 bombers on that 
one day, they shifted from daylight 
assaults to night attacks. 


This time Germany, on the re- 
ceiving end of heavy bombing 
raids, has to cope with a problem 
the British never had to face, 
namely, round-the-clack assaults 
covering an area very much great- 
er than the area of the United 
Kingdom, thus involving a far 
greater dispersal of defending air- 
craft than was the case in Great 
Britain in 1940.

I am atill 
afraid of losing my mind and am so nervous and fearful I can’t 
sleep at night. Dr. Crane, my mother lost her mind when she 
was 45 years old. Do you think I am losing mine?”

NO, CAMILLE is not losing her mind. She is simply a 
normal person who has become tiéd up in an emotional snarl. 
Most people who fear they are losing their minds have no 
abnormal mental symptoms at all. They are emotionally 
upset, not mentally unbalanced. But they don’t seem to realize 
that fact. And many of their doctors make the same error. 
It is silly to subject a nervous breakdown patient to shock 
treatment, The latter cannot cure a broken heart or straighten 
out a sexual fear or complex. Neither insulin nor metrazol can 
suddenly build self-reliance or scores of friends for the patient. 
It can’t efface the secret fear of insanity. Except for its 
possible value in diverting a patient’s mind temporarily, it is 
foolish therapy for neurotics. be 

2. eS ° 

IN CERTAIN TYPES of insanity, it may bring the patients 
back to reality so they will converse with the doctor or relatives 
and thus permit the latter to help re-educate the patient. But 
neryous breakdown patients already converse and are in tough 
with reality. No medicine ever corrects bad habits. Shock 
treatment will not make you a musician. Nor will it make you 
a well-adjusted personality. It may waken the insane patient 
from his world of dreams and make him temporarily focus 
his attention on external reality. But it simply gives him a 
temporary reprieve. During that lucid period if he doesn’t learn 
to look with more joy and fondness on the external world, he 
may slip away from it once more at a later date. The real cure 
for insanity of the functional sort lies in a reorganized outlook 
and a more adequate set of attitudes or habits. Nervous 
breakdowns are not insanity. They have nothing to do with 
insanity. They result from a prolonged emotional conflict in 
which the victim worries himself into such a poor physical 
condition that he collapses.

Then 
fasten his love and interest on many external objects or 
persons so that he finds life too pleaasnt to permit his wanting 
to flee from it.

Give him toys or possessions in which 
he will take pride. And you will never need worry thereafter 
about his becoming a victim of functional psychoses.

A typical autumn dish—even to 
its coloring—is the sweet potato 
apple and cider casserole on to- 
day’s menu. The tartness of early 
fall apples gives a specia] flavor 
which blends with the sweet po- 
tatoes, while the smoky saltiness 
of bacon trickling down on them 
gives a final touch of goodness. 

Sweet Potato-Apple Casserole, 

One pound sweet potatoes, two 
tart apples, two tablespoons flour, 
two tablespoons brown sugar, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, two table- 
spoons butter or margarine, one- 
half cup cider, four strips bacon. 

Peel potatoes and cut into one- 
fourth inch slices. Core and slice 
apples thinly but do not peel. Mix 
flour, sugar and salt and lightly 
dredge the potatoes and apples 
with the miixture. Arrange apples 
and potatoes in alternate layers 
in a greased five-cup casserole. 
Dot with butter, pour on the cider, 
and arrange bacon strips over top. 
Cover and bake at 350 degrees 
Fahrenheit for 35 minutes, or until 
potatoes and apples are tender. 
Uncover and bake for five min- 
utes longer until bacon strips are 
crisp. Five servings.

Prune juice, No. 2% tin prune 
juice (3 blue points), French toast, 
syrup, 10 slices enriched bread, two 
eggs, one and one-half cups milk, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, two table- 
spoons fat, three-fourth cup cane 
or maple; coffee (for adults), three 
tablespoons coffee; milk (for chil- 
dren), two cups milk.

Raisin 
bread sandwiches, eight slices rai- 
sin bread, butter or fortified mar- 
garine. Pears, four pears. Milk for 
all, six cupg milk. 


Dinner, 

Braised pork chops, buy four 
end-cut pork chops (seven red 
points), brown quickly, add three- 
fourths cup water, cover and sim- 
mer for 30 to 40 minutes. Sweet 
potato-Apple casserole, see recipe 
above ,bacon ends, one red point). 
Celery curls, four branches celery. 
Frozen peas, buy a 12-ounce pack- 
age frozen peas (nine blue points). 
Raisin bread, eight slices raisin 
bread, butter or margarine. Orange 
jelly, one tablespoon unflavored 
gelatine, one-fourth cup cold water, 
half cup boiling water, two-thirds 
cup orange juice, one-fourth cup 
lemon juice, half cup sugar, one 
teaspoon grated lemon rind. Choc- 
olate cup cakes, eight bought choc- 
olate cup cakes. Coffee (for ‘ad- 
ults), three tablespoons coffee. 
Milk (for children), two cups milk. 


Vegetable Meat Tamale 


Three tablespoons bacon fat or 
margarine, one-fourth: cup flour, 
one teaspoon salt, one-fourth tea- 
spoon paprika, one cup tomatoes, 
one cup celery stock or other vege- 
table stock, one cup cooked corn, 
one cup cooked lima beans, two- 
thirds cup diced cooked meat, left- 
over, three tablespoons diced 
onions, one tablespoon chopped 
parsley. 

Melt fat and add flour and sea- 
sonings. When blended add toma- 
toes and stock. Cook slowly, stir- 
ring constantly until creamy. Add 
rest of ingredients and pour into 
greased baking dish. Cover with 
crust.

“The vital thing is to make the 
exercise period regular, rather 
than just a vague plan, until the 
regularity and the ‘feel’ you get 
from it become habit, and you 
really mis: them if you ever have 
to get along without them. When 
you have made your exercise a 
habit, you won't want to do with- 
out that resultant feeling of buoy- 
ancy, of being really in command 
of all your faculties. 

“Incidentally you will also learn 
there is a big difference between 
honest fatigue (from work) and 
that feeling of lassitude, or un- 
willingness to make any initial ef- 
fort, so common to mental work- 
ers or others who have been physi- 
cally sluggish! This is one more 
reason why you need to have some 
sort of fixed time in your living 
schedule at which you definitely 
do exercise.

According to Dr. Kimball, who 
has made a survey of health 
among numerous working groups, 
the best time to exercise (for most 
of us who are busy during the 
day) is at night before going to 
bed. This hour is particularly 
good for brain workers. Wait at 
least one hour after your dinner 
or supper, and follow up your rea- 
sonable exercise period with a bath , 
of comfortable temperature. That 
should make you rest soundly,

My Day _-o-

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Monday. 

YOUNG naval officer sent me 
A: letter the other day, which 

I am going to quote to you. 
It is one of the most heart-rending 
but courageous letters I have ever 
read. It probably tells the story, 
not of this one woman alone, but 
of many thousands of women in 
this country today, who are meet- 
ing similar situations. To know 
how this woman met her particu- 
lar trial may be helpful to many 
others. : 

“Approximately two weeks ago 
my younger brother, a Lieutenant 
in the Army, received multiple 
injuries that are rather horrible 
in detail. When mother receivéd 
the news, she immediately en- 
trained to be near him as soon as 
possible. While on board the train 
she jotted down a few thoughts 
and mailed them to me. I wish to 
quote a few of the same verbatim, 
for it is within them I tell my 
story. I am sure that you will 
understand her state of mind while 
expressing her viewpoint. 

“ ‘Now I want you all to think 
with me, with all your heart and 
soul, that the loss of one hand 
and a thumb, etc., is not going to 
handicap in any way his success 
in life. The only way that I can 
fathom it out, and that gives me 
any comfort at all, is that it must

Real Danger 
Can Develop 
From Croup

ROUP is a good old-fashioned 

word which has a very definite 

meaning for the mother, but 
may be due to any of several con- 
ditions. What it actually is and 
what it means to the mother is a 
symptom—a child whose nose and 
windpipe are so stopped up that it 
breathes in a wheezing way and 
when it coughs there is a crowing, 
or rattling quality which plainly 
sounds as if the breathing passages 
were stopped up. 

And, of course, they are stopped 
up. An infection, some kind of a 
germ, has infiltrated the mucous 
membrane of the nose, the larynx 
and windpipe, causing an inflam- 
matory reaction, including swell- 
ing of the lung and narrowing the 
passageway. 

The only question the doctor 
wants to ask, the only addition he 
makes to the diagnosis concertis 
the cause. Diphtheria used to be 
called also membranous croup, and 
20 or 30 years ago the chances 
would be that if a child were re- 
ported to have croup, the cause 
would be diphtheria. But thanks 
to the universal use of diphtheria 
immunization, the disease is rarely 
seen nowadays. I have before me 
the latest reports on diphtheria in 
the United States in 1941 and 1942, 
and find that in 21 cities there 
have been no deaths from diph- 
theria at all in those years. 


x * * 

HOWEVER, there is another 
frequent and serious condition that 
causes croup in children, mostly 
attacking those under eight years 
of age. It is a general infection 
of the throat, larynx, and wind- 
pipe, causing the lining mucous 
membrane to swell even to the 
point of obstruction, shutting off 


the breath. It has, therefore, as- 
sumed very serious proportions. 
The name given it is acute 


laryngo-tracheitis, which doesn’t 
mean very much, since it seems to 
be due sometimes to one germ and 
sometimes to another. It is, how- 
qver, a very serious malady. 

In spite of the vagueness about 
causation it constitutes, by its 
symptoms an entity. It can be 
distinguished from colds and mild 
forms of respiratory infection by 
the fact that the symptoms tend 
to get progressively worse. The 
child with a cold begins to get 
better and brighter after the first 
day, or at most, two days. But not 
so with this affection. The child is 
more and more prostrated. 


If the symptoms therefore do 
not respond to steam inhalations 
and ordinary cold remedies, the 
little patient should be placed in a 
hospital, because the windpipe 
may close up. Oxygen inhalations 
may be necessary. The new pe- 
nicillin seems to be doing a great 
deal of good in these cases. The 
sulfa drugs are also valuable in 
certain of the cases. 

The air in the sick room should 
not, like the air in the sick room 
of the pneumonia patient, be cold 
and stirring. It should be about 
‘70 to 75 and humidified. 

The condition develops most of- 
ten in children under two years of 
age. At this age period the baby 
who has a cold, and who keeps 
getting worse and croupy needs a 
doctor right away. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

E. E. W.—Is it possible to tell 
an acid condition in the stomach 
by the change in color of a special- 
ly treated piece of paper (I think 
it is called litmus) when wet by 
the saliva of the mouth? 

Answer: The stomach is always 
normally acid. The saliva is al- 
Ways normally alkaline. You can- 
not tell anything about the reac- 
tion of the stomach from the re- 
action of the saliva. 


W. L. R.: What causes Buerger’s 
disease? Is there a cure or any 
relief? 

Answer: Buerger’s disease is an 
inflammation and gradua] closure 
of the arteries of the legs. Treat- 
ment means giving up tobacco, 
and the use of exercises which 
improve the circulation. Surgery 
is sometimes necessary. You cer- 
tainly should have personal] medi- 
cal advice,

MUSSOLINI 


ORT WORTH: Cartoonist R~ 

recently stated that the name 

MUSSOLINI means “little 
donkeys.” Why?—A. di G. 


Answer: Someone has been pull- 
ing somebody’s leg. The Italian 
word for donkey is asino, pro- 
nounced: AH-see-noe, The diminu- 
tive is asinello, pronunced: , AH- 
see-NELL’loe. Therefore, “little 
donkeys” would be asinelli, pro- 
nounced: AH-see-NELL ‘lee, 


Other Italian words for donkey 
are sOmaro, pronounced: s0e- 
MAH-roe and ciuco, pronounced 
chee-O0O-koe. 

If Mussolini has any meaning at 
all it is “son of Mussol,” for the 
Italian suffix “-ini“* is equivalent 
to the English “-son” as in John- 
son, Jackson. My Italian diction- 
aries show no such word as 
“musso” or “mussol,” although the 
Italian word for muslin is “mus- 
solino.” But there is no connection 
between the word mussolino and 
the name Mussolini. 


However, such errors as the 
“little donkeys” will occasionally 
creep into the most carefully ed- 
ited work. And this column is not 
immune. Recently I erred in giv- 
ing the pronunciation of the Italian 
place name TARANTO by wrangly 
accenting the second syllable. The 
correct pronunciation is: TAH, 
rahn-toe,

for accenting Italian words and 
names. For example, in three- 
syllable words the accent may fall 
on any one of the syllables, Cagli- 
ari has the first syllable accented: 
KAHL-yah-ree; Palermo has the 
second syllable accented. pah-

syllable accented: chay-fah-LOO,

Modern Girl] ‘ow Trump 


May Prove 
Effective

HE average player cannot re 
T sist the temptation of ruffing 
an adverse trick with a low, 
and consequently “worthless” 
trump. The point is, however, that 
the card which is worthless in his 
eyes, actually may be of great po- 
tential value.

West opened the diamond ace, 
East played the ten, and West con- 
tinued with another diamond, 
which dummy ruffed. Declarer 
now saw that it would be impos- 
sible to establish the heart suit by 
ordinary play. All of dummy’s 
trumps would have to be drawn in 
order to draw the opponents’ 
trumps. Then, no matter how fa- 
vorably the outstanding heart hon- 
ors lay, the opponents would, of 
course, hold up the ace for at 
least one round, thus making it 
impossible to bring in the suit. A 
straight cross-ruff co. not work, 
because declarer could not get 
back and forth without using too 
many trumps. 

On this analysis, declarer made 
the good play of leading away 
from dummy’s K-J of hearts to- 
ward his own ten. West won with 
the queen and persisted with his 
plan of forcing dummy by leading 
another diamond. The spade ten 
ruffed this and the heart king was 
led. West won, and counting that 
the declarer was now out of dia- 
monds, shifted to a club. Declarer 
won and led a low spade to dum- 
my’s jack, following this with the 
lead of the heart jack. 

If East had slipped at this point, 
it would have been all over. Had 
he ruffed, as declarer had tempted 
him to do, declarer could have 
over-ruffed with a high trump and 
re-entered dummy with the spade 
queen. The outstanding trumps 
would have fallen on this round 
and the entire heart suit would 
have been good. East, however, 
was alert. He knew that his part- 
ner would be able to ruff the next 
round of hearts and thus, by wait- 
ing, he could preserve his own 
long trumps. He therefore discard- 
ed his diamond, and declarer had 
no further play for his contract.
